Villagers soar 
past their 
‘Heroes’ target 


GEM readers may 
remember the hero¬ 
ic efforts made by 
villagers in St Mary 
Church in 

November and 
December of last 
year, to fundraise 
for Help 4 Heroes. 

Using treadmills 
installed in tents along¬ 
side the village church, 
they set out in relays to 
walk or run the distance 
from the Vale to 
Afghanistan. 

They started the enter¬ 
prise with a fundraising 
target of £10,000 but - 
perhaps in part because 
of having to walk 
through the big 
December freeze - the 
appeal has announced a 
final total of £30,800, 
three times the target! 

Geoff Simpson was 
the man responsible for 
arranging the rota, so that 
the treadmill was never 
left idle, and talking peo-

pie into slipping and slid¬ 
ing across the frozen 
wastes to do their shift 
was no mean task. 

Mr Simpson told The 
GEM: “The ‘journey’ 
involved walkers and 
runners in one-hour 
shifts on a treadmill con¬ 
tinuously for more than 
800 hours. 

“By the time we had 
‘reached’ Helmand 
Province, we had com¬ 
pleted almost 4,000 
miles!” 

The village also 
organised an end-of-jour- 
ney dinner and auction, 
which took place early 
this year in the Bear 
Hotel, Cowbridge. 

Geoff Simpson said: 
“We would like to take 
this opportunity to pub¬ 
licly thank all who took 
part, especially the 200 
or so people who braved 


the treadmill tent as run¬ 
ners, walkers, or buddies. 

“Our thanks must also 
go to the organisations 
and firms who provided 
the equipment and serv¬ 
ices required; to the 
church for allowing us to 
use their land; and to 
individuals and business¬ 
es who provided auction 
items. Also, all those 
who sponsored us, or 
simply made donations.” 

He continued: “The 
fact that this rather ‘mad 
cap’ venture was com¬ 
pleted in the middle of 
winter by such a small 
village, has made us all 
immensely proud of our 
community. But we 
would not have succeed¬ 
ed anywhere near as 
spectacularly without the 
considerable generosity 
(in time and donations) 
of the wider community.

Homes problem 
in rural areas 


O N the issue 
of a lack of 
affordable 
housing in rural 
areas, as recently 
raised by the 
Countryside 
Alliance, it is one of 
the many serious 
and difficult issues 
facing those living 
in the countryside. 

About 3.5 million 
countryside dwellers are 
surviving on low 
incomes, and one in six 
people in rural areas are 
living in what the 
Government defines as 
poverty. 

A lack of employ¬ 
ment, and rising fuel 
prices also impact on 
those in rural areas more 
heavily than their urban 
counterparts, having far 
less access to public 
transport. 

In the current eco¬ 


nomic climate, people 
living in the countryside 
are being squeezed to 
breaking point by finan¬ 
cial pressures, while also 
earning on average 20 
per cent less than the 
national average. 

We urge the 
Government not to lose 
sight of the needs of 
those living in rural 
areas and, particularly 
with the escalating cost 
of fuel, housing and 
food, urge those in 
financial need to use our

Agency launches 


investigation into 
Boverton’s dead fish 

REPORT by TIM CHAPMAN | 


A local ecological 
disaster appears to 
have taken place in 
Boverton, with a 
number of dead fish 
floating down the 
local brook after it 
was full of foam. 

Within hours of local 
people reporting what 
was happening, an offi¬ 
cial from Environment 
Agency Wales was on the 
scene gathering evi¬ 
dence. 

John Shapland, who 
owns the local garden 
centre with his daughter 
Ceri, and whose premises 
span the brook, thanks to 
a small bridge, told The 
GEM: “Local people are 
very upset and shocked.” 

It was John’s employ¬ 
ee, Ifan Price, who first 
spotted something odd 
was happening when he 
opened up the business 
on Thursday, August 4. 

Ifan was crossing the 
tiny bridge to bring over 
materials from the sup¬ 
plies area. 

He told The GEM: “It 
was at about 9.30am that 
I noticed foam coming 
down the str 

“There were huge 
chunks of it. They looked 
like mini icebergs. The 
foam kept coming and 
coming. 

“One local resident 
went into the brook to get 
a sample in a tester bot¬ 
tle. 

“At one stage, I’d esti¬ 
mate the foam was eight 
feet high!” 

A couple of months 
ago, an oily residue had 
come down the stream, 
and Environment Agency 
Wales had handed out 
bottles to people, in case 
there was a repeat situa¬ 
tion. 

On this occasion, 
though, it was unidenti¬ 
fied foam - and when it 
dissipated Ifan got a 
nasty shock. 


“At first, you couldn’t 
see into the water 
because of the foam, but 
when it cleared at around 
4pm, I began to see dead 
fish, perhaps 10 or 12. 

“A woman arrived 
from Environment 
Agency Wales to see 
what was happening. 

“Normally, the stream 
is full of trout. On Friday, 
we could still see them 
floating down stream. 
People are really 
annoyed.” 

John added: “They 
have been in uproar over 
what has happened. It 
appears to be an industri¬ 
al level of foam. The 
stream and nearby area is 
full of wildlife.” 

With the summer holi¬ 
days under way, John and 
Ifan said people should 
treat the stream with cau¬ 
tion, and warned local 
people not to let their 
dogs in it. 

An spokeswoman for 
Environment Agency 
Wales confirmed an 
investigation was under 
way: “Officers attended 
the site to investigate the 
reports from members of 
the public, and to assess 
the environmental impact 
of any pollution. 

“Several trout and a 
number of smaller fish 
were found dead at the 
site, and foam was pres¬ 
ent on the water.” 

The spokeswoman 
confirmed that the pollu¬ 
tion has now dispersed, 
adding: “The source is 
not yet known and inves¬ 
tigations continue. 

“The agency is urging 
anyone who sees pollu¬ 
tion, fish in distress or 
danger to the natural 
environment to contact 
its emergency hotline on 
0800 80 70 60. 

“The hotline operates 
24 hours a day, 365 days 
a year, calls are free and 
will be treated in the 
strictest confidence. ”

A MAN has been

She added: “This 
was not the first time 
you were violent in 
drink. 

“It was a serious 
offence and in this con¬ 
text what you did was 
akin to using a weapon.” 

Prosecutor Matthew 
Cobb said that in the 
early hours of November 
8, there was a drunken, 
violent incident in the 
centre of Llantwit Major.

A LLANTRITHYD 
man has asked the 
RSPCA and the police 
to investigate, after 
four buzzards were 
found dead in the 
area. 

The most recent inci¬ 
dent took place on 
Tuesday, August 2, when 
Paul Dolan, who lives in 
Llantrithyd House, came 
across the lifeless body 
of the bird of prey. 

He told The GEM: 
“This is the third dead 
buzzard I have found in 
the last few months, and I 
know for certain of a 
fourth, which was found 
by a local man. 

“It is very upsetting, as 
they are graceful birds to 
watch when they are in 
flight. 

“Whoever is responsi¬ 
ble is committing a crim¬ 
inal act.” 

Mr Dolan said that 


in 2001, but was diag¬ 
nosed with a brain 
tumour not long after¬ 
wards. 

To thank family and 
friends for their support, 


there was no reason for 
anyone to poison a buz¬ 
zard, as they are essen¬ 
tially scavengers, feeding 
in the main off small ani¬ 
mals or carrion. 

They do not, he said, 
attack lambs or any other 
livestock or pets. 

The bird that had been 
found last week was 
examined for gun shot 
wounds, but none were 
evident. 

An RSPCA inspector 
called and took the bird 
away for toxicology 
tests. 

A police spokeswoman 
told The GEM: “Police 
received a report con¬ 
cerning the deaths of 
buzzards in Llantrithyd, 
Cowbridge on the 
evening of August 2. 

“We are working with 
the RSPCA to investigate 
the circumstances of the 
deaths. Enquiries are 
ongoing. ” 


Ed decided he wanted to 
boost funds for cancer 
research, and in 
January 2006 he and 
friends arranged a chari¬ 
ty ball at the Marriott 
Hotel,Cardiff. 

The event raised 
£10,000 for Cancer 
Research Wales. From 
this initial idea the Ed 
Evans Foundation was 
born. 

Sadly, Ed died at 
Velindre Hospital in 
October 2007 after a 
courageous five year 
battle - but he has 
never been forgotten by 
family and friends who 
continue his work. 

His mother Sue told 
The GEM: “ We want to 
thank all those who 
attended the annual ball 
and auction in July at 
The Holland House 
Hotel. 

“A total of 230 peo¬ 
ple donned an array of 
colourful, imaginative 
and some rather inter¬ 
esting masks to our 
sixth ball!

Ogmore Vale man 
headbutts victim 
in a pub attack 


A YOUNG Ogmore Vale 
man burst into tears and 
had to be helped from the 
dock at Cardiff Crown 
Court by security officers, 
after being jailed for 21 
months. 

Joshua Thomas (21) of St 
John’s Street, Ogmore Vale, 
admitted a charge of wounding a 
17-year-old youth, and he was 
also in breach of a suspended sen¬ 
tence for attacking a man in a 
pub. 

Judge Christopher Llewellyn- 
Jones said: “You headbutted your 
victim, causing him to suffer a 
broken nose and bruising. It is

quite plain you have a problem 
when you take drink. You turn 
violent.” 

The judge said it was clear that 
the only sentence he could 
impose was one of custody. 

Prosecutor Sarah Waters said 
that in November, the defendant 
was in a pub in Bridgend in the 
early hours of one morning. 

He made a comment to the vic¬ 
tim and suddenly turned and 
headbutted him. 

The victim had to undergo sur¬ 
gery. 


Later, Thomas apologised. 

The injured man was off work 
for 41 days and, said Ms Waters, 
remains apprehensive when he 
goes out. 

Thomas’s barrister, Stephen 
Thomas, said: “His best mitiga¬ 
tion was to plead guilty and he 
accepts he is entirely responsible. 

“He didn’t set out to commit an 
assault, and the meeting was by 
chance. 

“It was a loss of self-control, 
no weapon was used, and he 
immediately regretted the 
attack.”

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Local ‘Friends of Earth’ challenges 
the Vale Council’s policy on recycling 


BARRY and Vale 
Friends of the 
Earth have 

attacked the Vale 
Council's recent 
announcement that 
it will be collecting 
‘co-mingled’ recy¬ 
clable waste from 
September. 

The group has taken 
issue with a recent two- 
page advert in The GEM, 
detailing the reasons for 
the change in kerbside 
collection policy. 

Barry and Vale FoE 
spokesman, Max 

Wallace, said: “In the 
council’s advert, Clifford 
Parish cites a survey of 
the top 30 councils in 
Wales and England, but 
does not mention that it 
was from a big operator 
of co-mingled systems.” 

Mr Wallace says that, 
in fact, the Welsh 
Government prefers sys¬ 
tems such as the one 
adopted by Bridgend 
County Borough 

Council (BCBC), which 
requires residents to sort 
out far more of their 


waste. This reduces the 
problem of contamina¬ 
tion, which can mean 
that waste which could 
have been recycled will 
instead have to be dis¬ 
posed of. 

A Bridgend resident is 
given four containers: 
One box for glass and 
heavy cardboard; one for 
paper and light card¬ 
board, a large blue bag 
for plastics and tin cans 
(and some other items); 
and a bin for food waste. 
These are collected 
weekly, while black bag 
waste is collected fort¬ 
nightly. 

Max Wallace said that 
the Vale’s recycling lev¬ 
els are faltering at 38 per 
cent, while Bridgend’s 
have passed 50 per cent. 

He also believes that 
the Vale is relying on a 
loophole that will 
improve their figures 
when co-mingled collec¬ 
tions start. 

He said: “Places like 
Caerphilly (52 per cent) 
and Cardiff (42 per cent) 
count all materials col¬ 
lected as ‘recycled’ 
despite rejects being 


high. Currently, rejects 
are then classified as 
industrial waste. 

“The Vale Council 
wants to use this loop¬ 
hole, but it will soon be 
closed by the Welsh 
Government.” 

He continued: “Rather 
than look at real reasons, 
Vale officers are rushing 
to change to non-separa¬ 
tion like Cardiff, despite 
this being against Welsh 
Government advice on 
cost-effectiveness.” 

Clifford Parish, opera¬ 
tional manager, visible 
services at the council, 
said it was important that 
the council started meet¬ 
ing recycling targets. 

“It is the very fact that 
we are now falling 
behind other authorities 
and failing to reach 
Welsh Government recy¬ 
cling targets that has 
required us to review our 
dry recycling collection 
services. 

“As a consequence the 
council has agreed a 
short term business plan 
that will allow us to meet 
and exceed our future 
statutory recycling tar-

gets and also to deliver a 
far more customer- 
friendly and cost-effec¬ 
tive service.” 

Mr Parish praised 
local householders for 
their response, but 
explained that further 
efforts were required: 
“Despite the magnificent 
effort of our residents in 
supporting recycling in 
the Vale, our last annual¬ 
ly reported performance 
of 38 per cent for 
2009/10 was below the 
statutory target. 

“If Wales had failed as 
a whole, it would have 
resulted in fines being 
levied against us for our 
failure to achieve the 40 
per cent target for the 
period. 

“Resident participa¬ 
tion in recycling in the 
Vale is one of the highest 


in Wales, with over 75 
per cent of households 
using the service weekly. 

“However, given the 
level of recyclate actual¬ 
ly collected, we can only 
conclude that it is the 
fortnightly storage issue 
that is resulting in such a 
low material capture rate 
when compared with 
other better performing 
councils. 

“It was clear that our 
existing collection 
method was no longer 
‘fit for purpose’ and its 
continued use would 
only result in further tar¬ 
get failures and possible 
financial penalties, 
which would ultimately 
have been a burden on 
our residents.” 

He went on: “It is 
accepted that the change 
to co-mingled collec-

Pals plan an Alps cycle 
ride for cancer charity 


ON September 5, 
MSH Foundation 
founders Andrew 
Ivins (Barry) and 
Neil Murphy 

(Cardiff) will head 
to France - to cycle 
up three of the Tour 
de France’s most 
notorious moun¬ 
tains, in aid of char¬ 
ities UNICEF and 
Cancer Research 
UK. 

Their trip will take in 
the 21 switchback/hair¬ 
pin bends of the famous 
road to the Alpe d’Huez 
ski resort, following the 
sixth highest pass 
through the Alps at the 
Col du Galibier. 

At a mighty 2,645 


metres, this recently 
became the highest-ever 
stage finish at a Tour de 
France, when Stage 18 
of the 2011 Tour con¬ 
cluded there. 

The team will then 
advance to the extinct 
volcano of Mont Ventoux 
in Provence, where 
British cyclist Tom 
Simpson died in 1967, 
due to a mix of dehydra¬ 
tion and exhaustion. A 
memorial now stands on 
the spot of his passing. 

On their challenging 
journey, Andrew (26) 
and Neil (23) will be 
joined by a third team 
member, Ben Jefferies 
(26) who will provide 
food, hydration support 
and emergency medical 
care, if required, from 


the relative comfort of 
the support car. 

He will be also be 
documenting the climbs 
for the MSH Foundation 
website, through which 
donations can be made. 

The MSH team are 
planning to stay in 
France until September 
16, allowing time to 
complete the challenge 
in light of unforeseen 
circumstances such as 
snow closing the 
Galibier pass.

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Environment 
Agency to rule 
on Lafarge fuel 
application 


AFTER a recent consultation 
exercise, Lafarge Cement 
UK’s Aberthaw Works has 
now submitted an application 
to the Environment Agency 
Wales, for permission to use 
two waste-derived fuels that 
will be new to the plant. 

The company issued a newsletter to 
around 5,000 homes and held two 
exhibitions so that local residents 
were aware of its plans. 

The residents heard about the pro¬ 
posed new fuels, Solid Recovered 
Fuel (SRF). 

One is processed from non-recycla- 
ble wastes generated from homes and 
other sources; and the other is made 
from end-of-life tyres. 

The company says that two factors, 
increased competition in the cement 
market, and a serious downturn in the 
construction industry mean it is essen¬ 
tial to cut costs. 

The works manager, James 
Kirkpatrick, said: “It was important 
that we consulted our neighbours and 
stakeholders about our plans. 

“In addition, we took members of 
our community liaison committee to 
our sister plant, Cauldon Works in 
Staffordshire, where they have been 
using these fuels for several years. 

“We are working hard to maintain a 
good cost position and protect 
employment here at Aberthaw Works. 
Meat and Bone Meal (MBM) has 
been a very good fuel for us here at 


Aberthaw Works. Since it was intro¬ 
duced back in 2005, we have used 
50,000 tonnes of MBM which has sig¬ 
nificantly reduced our consumption of 
fossil fuels. 

“As MBM is a ‘carbon neutral bio- 
mass’ fuel, we have also saved around 
70,000 tonnes of C02 in that time. 

“The use of fuels such as SRF and 
tyres also helps us achieve environ¬ 
mental benefits, through reducing the 
amount of fossil fuels we use, and 
helping to address the amount of 
waste products that end up being 
destroyed with no energy recovery.” 

James Kirkpatrick continues: “We 
have now submitted our application to 
EA Wales for a permit to use these 
two additional sustainable fuels. 

“EA Wales will now review all the 
information gathered and decide on 
whether to grant us a permit to evalu¬ 
ate these fuels. 

“During the fuel evaluation period, 
extensive emissions testing will be 
carried out. 

“This data will be studied and sub¬ 
mitted to the EA for their considera¬ 
tion in order for a decision to be made 
on whether to give us permission to 
use these fuels on a permanent basis.” 

A company spokeswoman added: 
“The plant contributes more than £6 
million to the local economy every 
year through wages, rates and by 
using local firms such as Fabcraft and 
Penarth Industrial Services.”

PENARTH AND DISTRICT RAMBLERS 

Following a sunlit route 
steeped in Welsh history 


ST FAGANS was 
the venue when 
three walkers 
joined leaders Krys 
and Pam on a short 
circular walk, that 
led them along the 
River Ely and 
through the villages 
of St George’s and 
St Bride’s-super- 
Ely on a lovely 
sunny morning. 

Leaving the Plymouth 
Arms, they dipped down 
to the front of the 
Museum of Welsh Life 
at St Fagans where the 
first castle was built by 
the Norman knight Peter 
le Sore in 1091. 

The building of a 
large Elizabethan coun¬ 
try house followed in the 
1580s .Unfortunately, 
any traces of the 
medieval buildings were 
removed and by 1616, 
the house was set in for¬ 
mal gardens and owned 
by the Lewis family. 

Later, when Elizabeth 
Lewis became the wife 
of the 3rd Earl of 
Plymouth, the land 
passed into the Plymouth 
estate and remained so 
until 1946, when it was 
donated for the opening 
of the museum. 

One year later, the 
grounds were opened to 
the public, followed by 
the castle in July 1948. 

During the last 50 


years, many original 
buildings from different 
eras and parts of Wales 
have been taken down 
and painstakingly re¬ 
erected within the 
grounds, including hous¬ 
es, cottages, school, 
church and a working¬ 
men’s institute and many 
rare breeds of livestock 
and old crafts are also on 
show. 

They made their way 
along the banks of the 
River Ely (Afon Elai) 
and crossed underneath 
the A4232. 

A steep slope fol¬ 
lowed, which led them 
to the disused railway 
line and further on, after 
crossing a field, they 
took the river footbridge 
under the railway bridge 
and walked on to St 
George’s. 

Crossing the busy 
main line level crossing, 
they followed the lane 
for some distance, to St 
Bride’s- super-Ely. 
Making their way to the 
13th century church, 
dedicated to St Bridget, 
the group paused for 
refreshment before car¬ 
rying on to St-y-Nyll, 
where the old ruined 
windmill at the top of 
the field dominates the 
skyline. 

Built during the 18th 
century, the windmill is 
now in a ruinous state 
and has a 13-metre high 
tower. It fell into disre¬ 


pair after the Napoleonic 
wars.More fields fol¬ 
lowed before the group 
emerged onto a road that 
went under the A4232 
again and crossing a 
stile, they entered fields 
to the rear of St Fagans. 

Ground on the west 
side of the Rhydlafar 
brook, where it is known 
as Nant Dowlais, was 
the setting for the Battle 
of St Fagans on May 8, 
1648. 

It is difficult to pin¬ 
point the exact area 
because the land has 
changed, mostly with the 
intrusion of railways, 
roads and housing but 
the river separated the 
two forces. 

This English Civil 
War battle took place 
between

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Norman (91) is a 
marvel - and is 

believed to be UK’s 
oldest scuba diver! 


A 91-year-old great-grandfa¬ 
ther of two from the Vale of 
Glamorgan is being hailed as 
the UK’s oldest scuba diver! 

Norman Lancefield, a remarkably 
fit, retired mechanical engineer from 
Boverton near Llantwit Major, still 
dives regularly to a depth of 10 metres. 

Despite taking up his exciting and 
exhilarating hobby relatively late, aged 
58 in 1978, Norman has racked up 
hundreds of dives and completed his 
latest one at Babbacombe Beach in 
Torquay, Devon. 

Norman is an active member of the 
Barry branch of the British Sub Aqua 
Club (BSAC). 

He told The GEM: “It’s another 
world down there, and I feel privileged 
to be able to see it. 

“I don’t go much on wrecks and 
things, but I do love to see the seaweed 
and when I did my most recent dive 
there was such a variety of seaweed, 
some small, some big and it is a beau¬ 
tiful part of nature.” 

Norman also watches for other sea 
life too and recalled a special moment 
during a dive off the Gower coast. 

He said: “I was following my buddy 
closely and I was just behind him and I 
saw what I thought was a stone and I 
thought: ‘No that’s not a stone’, and 
would you believe it, it was an octo¬ 
pus! Well I grabbed my buddy by the 
ankle and showed him and we thought, 
can you believe it, seeing an octopus in 
Wales! 

“That event has always stuck in my 
mind.” 

The former bee keeper first took up 
the sport when he tried snorkelling on 
holiday in Spain and on his return, he 
decided he would like to improve his 
new skill. 

He said: “In those days, the BSAC 
ran a night class at Bryn Hafren school 
in Barry and I thought I might be able 
to practice my snorkelling. I didn’t go 
there to dive. But before I knew it, they 
had put a tank on my back and I did 
half a length without breathing because 
the big computer in my head was 
telling me I couldn’t! 

“But I got the hang of it and I have 
been diving ever since.” 

He has been a member of the same 
dive club for more than 30 years and 
still attends training sessions at the 
same school every week. 

His diving career has taken him all 
over the the globe - often to the most 
exotic locations - Mexico, Malta, 
Turkey and several times to the Red 
Sea. 

Norman said: “There is the most 
beautiful, vast collection of different 
corals and fish there. 

“You can just turn up, sit on the bot¬ 
tom and stay there, watching every¬ 
thing. You don’t need to move or go

anywhere!” 

Russ Phillips, the training officer at 
Barry Sub-Aqua Club, said Norman 
was a remarkable diver and continued 
to pass his medicals with ease. 

Russ said: “We have children as 
young as eight who learn to snorkel 
and then go on to learn to dive with us 
and Norman is a terrific inspiration to 
them. 

“He is a very positive person and a 
great character. We are lucky to have 
him in our club - he must be the oldest 
active scuba diver in the UK. 

“Many people say they would be 
happy to live to his age and still be so 
fit, let alone diving at 91.” 

British Sub Aqua Club chief execu¬ 
tive Mary Tetley said: “As far as 
BSAC is aware, Norman is our oldest 
active diving member and we’re 
delighted that he is still getting in the 
water.” 

Norman believes the secret to his 
good health and good diving lies in his 
family’s genes. 

He explained: “When the stork was 
flying round with me in April 1920, he 
was going to take me to one house and 
he thought better of it, because they 
weren’t strong enough, so I ended up 
two doors down with a family with 
very good genes! 

“My mother’s father worked as a 
saddler until he was 80 and would 
walk 17 miles to come and see us. That 
will give you some idea.” 

He also believes diving has helped 
keep his lungs in good condition and 
would urge youngsters to consider tak¬ 
ing up the sport. 

He said: “You don’t need to be an 
Olympic swimmer, I have never been a 
fast swimmer, but I could swim for 
hours if I needed to. 

“Diving gives you so much more 
than just swimming - as I said, it is 
another world down there.”

ABRAMS’ SUPER 8 IS SUPER GREAT! 


H AVING estab¬ 
lished himself 
as television’s 
golden child, after 
producing the likes of 
Fringe, Alias and 
Lost , JJ Abrams’ 
journey to the big 
screen has been simi¬ 
larly successful. 

Bringing the 
Mission: Impossible 


franchise back to life 
with a lively third out¬ 
ing, and then rebooting 
Kirk and co. spectacu¬ 
larly with Star Trek , as 
well as his producing 
duties on the likes of 
Cloverfield, Abrams is 
hot property right now, 
and his latest film, 
Super 8, comes with the 
production patronage of 
Steven Spielberg. 


Set in 1979, it tells 
the story of a group of 
youngsters (including 
Joel Courtney, Elle 
Fanning and Riley 
Griffiths) who are mak¬ 
ing their own zombie 
film. However, when a 
train crash at the station 
where they are filming 
unleashes something 
into their town, the 
youngsters try to find 


out what is going on, 
while shadowy air force 
personnel comb through 
the area... 

It is no surprise that 
Steven Spielberg is pro¬ 
ducing Super 8 given 
that it appears to be a 
film that makes more 
than a passing nod to 
the films the director 
cut his teeth on in the 
late 70s and early 80s. 


Dr Dylan Jones 
(executive commit¬ 
tee chair), Cath 
Thomas (executive 
committee secre¬ 
tary) and helpers 
have been busy pro¬ 
moting the 2012 
National Eisteddfod 
at this year’s 
Eisteddfod in 
Wrexham. 

“The promise is 
of a welcome to 
Llandow in the Vale 
as warm as the one 
at Wrexham, and 
an Eisteddfod as 
memorable as the 
Wrexham one is 
turning out to be,” 
they commented.. 


Teenagers growing 
up, dysfunctional fami¬ 
lies with parental issues 
and aliens running 
amok in little town 
America - it could easi¬ 
ly be E.T. or Close 
Encounters Of The 
Third Kind on the big 
screen. 

Yet, under the direc¬ 
tion of JJ Abrams, who 
also penned the script 
(refreshingly not based 
on a previous film, 
comic book or 
videogame) it feels like 
a love letter to 
Spielberg, without 
being too much of a 
photocopy. 

Nailing the tone and 
atmosphere just right, 
Super 8 is a mesmeris¬ 
ing, charming film that 
harks back to that peri¬ 
od of time where there 
was a degree of inno¬ 
cence to the world. 

Of course, the setting 
proves crucial, these 
teenagers not having the 
luxury of playing war 
games on their games 
consoles, spending time 
on social networking 
sites or texting each 
other. 

Instead, they are 
going out and making 
their own film (on a 
camera, with film!) 
ordinary youngsters 
who are suddenly 
thrown into an extraor¬ 


dinary situation when a 
train derails. 

That Abrams is able 
to marry the sci-fi feel 
of the story without los¬ 
ing sight of the humani¬ 
ty is a deft thing indeed, 
and while the alien 
aspect of the film grabs, 
the real meat of the 
story lies in the charac¬ 
ters and their relation¬ 
ships with each other. 

The fact that family 
issues are to the fore is 
hardly surprising, yet 
the script deals with 
them in realistic terms. 

It lessens the heightened 
dramatics and concen¬ 
trates on the human ele¬ 
ment - the relationships 
deftly sketched by 
Abrams creating charac¬ 
ters who are engaging, 
fallible, but never any¬ 
thing less than fully 
formed. 

While the film visu¬ 
ally pays tribute to Mr 
Spielberg, Abrams 
again implants his own 
identity on proceedings. 
The train crash itself is 
a wonderful set piece, 
wanton destruction shot 
through with intrigue 
and real stakes, while 
the teasing glimpses of 
the creature and the 
effect it has on the 
town (dogs running 
away, engines being 
taken from cars) all 
build up nicely to the 


climax. 

The primarily young 
cast are all excellent, 
from lead Joel 
Courtney’s Joe, dis¬ 
tanced from his father 
and experiencing the 
first pangs of love, to 
Elle Fanning’s wonder¬ 
ful Alice and Riley 
Griffiths’ tyrannical 
young director; while 
the likes of Kyle 
Chandler and Ron 
Eldard anchor the film 
as the parents who are 
having communication 
problems with their 
children. 

If Abrams does make 
a misstep, it comes dur¬ 
ing the climax - every¬ 
thing coming to a head 
without enough resolu¬ 
tion and a mawkishness 
that ironically can also 
be attributed to the man 
whose influence shapes 
the film. Similarly, the 
alien creature, when 
finally revealed, does¬ 
n’t create as much 
impact as, say, the 
Cloverfield monster - 
it being neither some 
aquatic creature from 
the deep, nor the sort of 
aliens we are used to 
seeing on the big 
screen. However, the 
film’s charm wins 
through in the end, cre¬ 
ating a rarity in being a 
blockbuster with heart 
and emotion, as well as

spills and thrills. It is 
fair to say that Super 8 
is super great! 

VERDICT: A 
throwback to a more 
charming filmic time, 
Super 8 is a triumph of 
strong script and direc¬ 
tion and some well- 
tuned performances. 

While the alien inva¬ 
sion angle plays as a 
backdrop to familial 
strife, it isn’t short on 
spectacle and hits all 
the right notes. Highly 
recommended.

THREE LOCAL WAR HEROES ARE 
COMMEMORATED IN PENARTH 


THREE local war heroes were commemo¬ 
rated in Penarth on August 9, following 
the recent addition of their names to the 
Alexandra Park cenotaph. 

Mr Peter Jones, who lived in the town, died in 
action during the Korean War. His name was added 
at the request of local resident, Roy Goddard, him¬ 
self a Korean veteran. 

The names of two other men who were bom in the 
area, Captain Richard Wain and Sgt Samuel Pearse, 
were also inscribed. Both died in action during the 
First World War. 

The event was attended by Mr Goddard, three of 
Mr Jones’s fellow veterans, his sister Eileen Cox, 
and Coun Geoff Cox, cabinet member for visible and 
building services, the Vale Council. 

Coun Cox said: “These men are being recognised 
for the sacrifice they made for their country. The 
importance of their role, and indeed the role of our 
armed forces nationwide, cannot be underestimated. 


Solar panels on 
offer to homes 


SUSTAINABLE 
Wales says it is set 
to launch a ground¬ 
breaking communi¬ 
ty solar project, 
that will help pro¬ 
vide energy 
resilience for homes 
and rejuvenate 
communities across 
Bridgend and Vale 
of Glamorgan 
county boroughs. 

The Bridgend-based 
charity is offering house¬ 
holds in the two bor¬ 
oughs free pv (photo 
voltaic) solar panels for 
their homes. 

These will generate an 
environmentally-friend- 
ly, free source of elec¬ 
tricity for the homeown¬ 
ers. The scheme will 
also provide a funding 
stream to support chari¬ 
ties and social enterpris¬ 
es. 

Sustainable Wales is 
not alone in wanting to 


take action against key 
issues such as climate 
change and fuel poverty. 
They have teamed up 
with a consortium of 
five community-focused 
social enterprises (G- 
Cel) to deliver the proj¬ 
ect in areas of south-east 
Wales. 

Margaret Minhinnick, 
Director of Sustainable 
Wales, said: “The twin 
issues of climate change 
and fuel poverty are cru¬ 
cial to our society. They 
pose a double threat to 
our way of life. 

“This solar scheme 
will help homes become 
more energy-resilient 
and help rejuvenate 
communities across 
Bridgend and the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

“In fact, the project is 
the first of its kind in 
Wales and will hopefully 
spread across the whole 
of the country and 
beyond.” 


It is only right that they are remembered here in 
Penarth where they and their families lived.” 

Mr Jones was a marine with the 41 Royal Marine 
Commandos. During the Korean War, the comman¬ 
dos were involved in amphibious attacks from the 
USS Navy Submarine Perch, but on October 1, 1950 
they went ashore to destroy a major supply route on 
the railway. 

It was during this operation that Mr Jones was 
killed in cross fire; he was the first British Royal 
Marine killed during the war. 

His body was draped in the white ensign and then 
committed to the sea as two American destroyers 
fired salutes. Lieutenant Commander D Quinn 
ensured that the ensign was folded and later deliv¬ 
ered to Mr Jones’s mother in Penarth. 

Captain Wain was awarded the Victoria Cross for 
bravery after his tank was severely damaged in a 
direct hit. 

Despite being severely wounded, he refused med¬ 
ical treatment and rushed to the back of the tank, 
armed only with a gun, where he successfully cap¬ 
tured the enemy’s position and took several prison¬ 
ers. 

He continued to fire at the retreating enemy until 
he was eventually killed by a sniper. His decisive 
actions and extreme bravery allowed his comrades to 
advance. 

Sergeant Pearse was awarded the Victoria Cross 
and the Military Medal after cutting his way through 
enemy barbed wire under heavy machine-gun fire. 

He then single-handedly charged a blockhouse, 
killing the occupants with bombs and allowing his 
comrades to advance with minimum casualties. 

Moments later he was killed, but his bravery and 
disregard of personal danger won him the admiration 
of fellow troops.

POLICE have arrested four men following 
a number of thefts and burglaries in the 
Barry and Porthcawl areas. 

The four - aged 25, 36 and two aged 16 from the 
Newport area - were arrested during a joint opera¬ 
tion with Gwent Police on Monday. 

They have been charged in connection with the 
following incidents and were remanded in custody to 
appear before Newport Magistrates on Tuesday: 
theft of a coin box from a children’s ride at Caesar’s 
Palace, Barry on June 10; burglary at The Beach 
Shop in Barry on June 10; burglary at O’Shea’s cafe 
in Barry on June 10; burglary at 2 Eze nightclub in 
Barry on July 12; burglary at Big Dave’s Cafe in 
Barry on July 12; damage to a security keypad at 
Slots of Fun in Porthcawl on July 12; burglary at 
The High Tide in Porthcawl on July 13.

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Sports stars help to 
‘launch’ new regional 
rehahilitation unit 



JAMES 

CRACKNELL OBE, 
British rowing cham¬ 
pion, double Olympic 
gold medalist and 
adventurer, was at 
MoD St Athan to 
open the new regional 
rehabilitation unit 
(RRU) last week. 

Spokeswoman Jane 
Bissett explained that 
the new RRU at St 
Athan is part of the 
overall defence strategy 
to reduce the number of 
Service personnel who 
are unfit for operational 
deployment and to treat 
those injured on opera¬ 
tions. 

“The new facility is 
able to provide a co¬ 
ordinated clinical man¬ 
agement to a tri-Service 
population, and offer 
clinical services includ¬ 
ing assessment, outpa¬ 
tient and residential 
physiotherapy, and exer¬ 


cise-based rehabilita¬ 
tion.” 

Following a short 
opening ceremony, 
James Cracknell joined 
Chief of Staff Health, 
Air Vice Marshall 
Christopher Morris, past 
and current patients to 
look over the facility 
and take part in some of 
the rehabilitation activi¬ 
ties which aim to return 
Service personnel to 
operational levels of fit¬ 
ness as soon as possible 
- the 'fitter quicker' prin¬ 
ciple. 

Where this is not 
achievable, the aim is to 
attain the maximum 
level of physical, psy¬ 
chological and social 
health. 

The Welsh Pirates 
Wheelchair rugby team 
and Welsh Rugby inter¬ 
national Ian Gough 
were also among the 
guests who couldn’t 
resist trying out some of 
the facilities for them¬ 


selves. 

The Pirates chal¬ 
lenged the able-bodied 
to a game of wheelchair 
rugby which proved 
beyond any doubt that 
the Pirates are a force to 
be reckoned with! 
although Ian Gough did 
‘try’ his best. Later in 
the afternoon, James 
Cracknell was to prove 
just what a great sport 
he is by agreeing to row 
against - all comers, 
including, Ian Gough.

AS the hugely successful Welsh 
National Eisteddfod in 
Wrexham draws to a close this 
year, attention will now turn to 
the Vale of Glamorgan where 
the 2012 festival will he held. 

The Proclamation Ceremony, mark¬ 
ing the official launch of next year’s 
event, took place on June 25 in 
Gladstone Gardens, Barry. 

Hundreds of people joined the 
Gorsedd of the Bards, local school- 
children and community leaders as 
they made their way through the town 
centre in a spectacular procession. 

The Vale Council has now moved its 
attention to the festival itself, which 
will take place in Llandow from 
August 4—11, 2012. 

As one of the most culturally impor¬ 
tant festivals in the world, the 
Eisteddfod is a significant opportunity 
to showcase what the county has to 


offer. The council points out that from 
award-winning parks and blue flag 
beaches, to the attractions of Barry 
Island and some great pubs and 
restaurants, “there’s something for 
everyone in the Vale”. 

Coun Rhodri Traherne, cabinet 
member for economic development 
and regeneration, said: “I am very 
pleased indeed to be able to welcome 
the Eisteddfod to the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

“The Eisteddfod is a hugely impor¬ 
tant national, cultural festival and the 
Vale of Glamorgan Council is deter¬ 
mined to ensure that 2012 Eisteddfod 
is a truly special, successful and mem¬ 
orable occasion. ” 

Eisteddfod organisers have pro¬ 
duced a wealth of merchandise and 
posters to help promote and raise 
funds for 2012. More information can 
be found on the council’s website, 
along with monthly newsletters. 


RRU means that its 
future at St Athan is 
secured. Wing 
Commander Lyndon 
Jones said: “The RRU 
has now become a unit 
in its own right and will 
continue with the same 
level of outstanding 
help and support for 
Service personnel based 
in Wales. 

“It is through the 
hard work and dedica¬ 
tion of the RRU team 
that the Unit has been, 
and continues to be, the 
bench mark for rehabili¬ 
tation in Wales. 

“I am delighted that 
some many people have 
taken the time to sup¬ 
port the opening of this 
facility, as I know how 
important it is to the 
health and welfare of 
the military community 
it serves.” 

The RRU is a tri- 
Service unit and has the 
added advantage of hav¬ 
ing physiotherapists 
who are themselves ex¬ 
military, as well as a 
team of remedial physi¬ 
cal training instructors, 
all of whom are special¬ 
ists in their field. 

The new RRU status 
recognised the continu¬ 
ing need for access to 
these services without 
having to travel outside 
Wales and would mean 
an enhanced service.

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VALE WATER PASSES THE TEST AND IS A 
WINNER AT THE NATIONAL EISTEDDFOD 


Dr Wynford Beilin, chair of the Vale of 
Glamorgan Eisteddfod science commit¬ 
tee, made sure that Vale groundwater 
(from Colwinston brook) was investi¬ 
gated by visitors at the Wrexham 
Science Pavilion - along with local 
samples. 

Water was a principal theme of the National 
Eisteddfod’s science section. 

A big draw was the canal outside the pavilion 
with its fully working lock. Inside, younger visi¬ 
tors were fond of making ‘bath bombs’ and 
especially of testing them out. 

Among over-18s, getting used to inverting 
spectacles was popular. 

“Even a Ms Smith had trouble writing her 
name with the whole world appearing upside 
down,” Dr Beilin reported. 

“This year, was the 40th anniversary of the 
Eisteddfod’s launch of a science section - in 
Barry in 1968, there was no such section. For 
many years it has been integral to Eisteddfod 
proceedings,” he explained. 

At Wrexham, the winner of the 2010 Science 
Medal, Professor Gareth Roberts from Bangor, 
was honoured as a white-robed druid, following 
others honoured for contributions to science, 
mathematics, technology and engineering in the 
same way as happens in other fields.

A TRUE story 
for you: Not 
so long ago, 
when I was new to 
the area, I phoned 
up the council to 
find out how recy¬ 
cling worked in 
Barry.

‘Closure of home 


unacceptable’ 


T HE decision 
taken by the 
Vale Council 
(or rather, by the 
political party that 
has the majority of 
voting members) to 
close day care cen¬ 
tres for older peo¬ 
ple is surely unac¬ 
ceptable. 

This appears to be a 
cost-cutting exercise that 
will deprive those who 
attend Gardenhurst in 
Penarth and Rondel 
House in Barry of essen¬ 
tial support. Harmful 
consequences are 
inevitable. 

Vulnerable older peo¬ 
ple are not always able 
to express their opinions 
forcibly enough to affect 
such decisions, unlike 
parents dealing with the 
threatened withdrawal of 
school road patrol staff. 

Particularly insensi¬ 
tive are the impersonal 
letters sent to day care 
centre users, proposing 
an assessment of their 
needs - difficult to com¬ 
prehend and intimidating 
in effect. 

Numerous bodies 
exist purporting to safe¬ 
guard the interests of 
older people, who form 
a majority of the popula¬ 
tion in the Vale. 

In Wales, these 
include the office of the 
Commissioner for Older 
People, and a Forum for 
Older People in each 
local authority, both ini¬ 
tiated by the Welsh 
Government. 

There is also the 
Equality and Human 


Rights Commission with 
its Welsh office in 
Cardiff and a Champion 
for Older People in the 
cabinet of the Vale 
Council. 

It is noticeable that 
the council’s scrutiny 
committee appears to 
have ignored the issue. 

These institutions, 
financed by all of us, 
have particular responsi¬ 
bility for the welfare of 
older people. 

How is it that there 
has been no coherent or 
effective protest by these 
bodies about the deci¬ 
sion to close these essen¬ 
tial services? 

It is claimed that con¬ 
sultations have taken 
place; in fact, the execu¬ 
tive committee of our 
Older People’s Forum 
had not been made 
aware of the council’s 
proposal. 

There is also a Vale 
Equalities Forum that 
meets quarterly, where 
the topic could have 
been an appropriate 
agenda item. 

The need for the exis¬ 
tence of local authorities 
in England has been 
questioned: in Wales. 
This is not the case, but 
the generous remunera¬ 
tion of senior officials 
does undermine the 
validity of the opinion of 
those who seek to justify 
cuts in basic facilities for 
older people in the Vale, 
for the benefit of a 
financial situation creat¬ 
ed by the banking indus¬ 
try.

Home produce can mean more than just courgettes and 
tomatoes. For many, generating your own electricity using 
solar panels is at least as important.Just as supermarket food 
is synonymous with pesticides, electricity has become asso¬ 
ciated with pollution from nuclear spills or carbon emissions. 
The answer may lie with renewable energies such as the sun 
and wind. Fitting solar pv (photo-voltaic) panels to your roof 
can slash your energy bills and give returns far higher than 
savings or even bonds. The chance to produce clean, green 
energy may be enough on its own, though.The first step on 
this path is to contact an MCS accredited installer who will 
give advice about what size and type of system is suitable for 
your needs. Having chosen a system, installation should take 
only two or three days. With your electricity supplier con¬ 
tacted and your claim processed, there’s plenty of time to get 
back to the garden while you harvest the sun from your roof.

1 FELT that it was important to write 
in order to reassure the people of 
Barry that the thoughts expressed by 
Coun Ernest in last week’s edition of The 
GEM are his personal views, and not 
those of the Vale of Glamorgan Council 
cabinet. 

For my part, I have been privileged to work 
with a significant number of organisations and 
individuals from Barry, who have always been 
most positive and helpful to me in my efforts as 
the cabinet member for economic development 
and regeneration.

Over the last few years, we have been trying 
our best to ensure that the proposed develop¬ 
ment contributes to the regeneration of Barry 
through the planning process and I feel that, in 
view of the fact that the land was sold for ‘hous¬ 
ing’, we have achieved a great deal. 

As an aside, it is noteworthy that, whilst 
Barry is now a regeneration area with a nine 
million pound budget, this sum is a good deal 
short of the money that the Welsh Government 
raised from the sale of the ‘Waterfront Land’. 

You may wish to ask whether or not this 
money has been reinvested in Barry! 

However, all this is now in the past and I 
want to assure the people of the town that we 
will continue to do everything possible to 
attempt to improve the quality of life for those 
people who live and work in Barry. 

It is my view that Barry has tremendous 
potential and we must continue to draw in as 
much public and private sector money as possi¬ 
ble, in order to achieve this objective. 

In the meantime, please continue to hold us 
to account, as it is exceedingly important that 
we always take note of the views of local people.

PENARTH AND DISTRICT RAMBLERS 


Back to the 12th 
century, and on to 
coastal marathon! 


R ecently, vai 

Williams led what will 
probably be the last of 
the summer evening walks, 
starting at the delightful Nash 
Point, crossing Marcross 
Brook as it meandered its way 
down the valley, and through 
Cwm Marcross. 

They passed the entrance to 
Marcross Farm before crossing a stile 
and joining part of Valeways 
Millennium Trail, around Parc Farm 
and into woodland near St Donats 
Castle. 

Dating back to the late 12th century 
the castle, built by the de Hawey fam¬ 
ily, passed through marriage into the 
local Stradling family in 1298. 

After the Civil War, it fell into ruin 
and during the 1900s was slowly 
restored. In 1925, the American mag¬ 
nate William Randolph Hearst bought 
the castle and carried out further reno¬ 
vations, including installing electrici¬ 
ty, not only to the castle, but to the 
surrounding homes in the area. 

Nowadays, it is home to Atlantic 
College where students from all over 
the world come together to study. 

Visiting St Donats church, it was 
interesting to note that part of the 
building dates back to 1100 and was 
originally called Llanwerydd and ded¬ 
icated to St Gwerydd, but later 
changed its name as St Donat became 
the patron saint of sailors. 

A pleasant pathway led them down 
through the wood to emerge onto the 
coastal path back to Nash Point light¬ 
house built after the passenger steam¬ 
er Frolic ran aground on the Nash 
sandbank with the loss of many lives. 

Originally, there were two light¬ 
houses, but now only one remains, 
standing at 37 metres high. As it is 
now un-manned, the outbuildings 
have been converted into holiday 
accommodation. 

Also recently, Joy and Sheila com¬ 
pleted a coastal marathon, after taking 
the Vale train down to Bridgend in 
drizzle rain. 

Walking through the town, the rain 
stopped and they followed the beauti¬ 
fully clean River Ogmore down 
through Newbridge Fields and cross¬ 
ing the old dipping bridge entered 
fields near Merthyr Mawr House. 


Emerging on the lane to Whitney 
Farm, they crossed open meadows by 
Coed Cwintin and followed the lane at 
Candleston Farm to enter Merthyr 
Mawr dunes. 

The morning was humid rather than 
warm, as they followed sandy path¬ 
ways towards Newton, before turning 
south to join the lovely firm solid 
sandy beach at Traeth yr Afon, where 
they took a break. 

Turning inland at the Ogmore 
Estuary, they met a huge party of 
horses and riders who had churned up 
the sand and leaving Merthyr Mawr 
by road they crossed the suspension 
bridge to Ogmore Moor. 

Climbing uphill through tall ferns, 
they followed grassy paths at Ogmore 
Down, to emerge at St Brides Major 
and passing Pitcot Pool, crossed 
meadows to Pant y Slade and 
Dunraven Bay. 

Passing through Dunraven walled- 
garden, they descended the narrow 
path to cross the rocks onto the beach 
where they enjoyed a break below 
Cwm Mawr. 

The lovely sandy beaches of Traeth 
Bach, Traeth Mawr and Nash fol¬ 
lowed before the climb up to Nash 
Point and a well-earned break. 

Then they journeyed along the 
coastal path through St Donats and 
Tresilian to Llantwit Major beach for 
their last break at Castle Ditches. 

Glad of a slight cooling breeze, 
they continued on to Summerhouse 
Point then Limpert Bay and circum¬ 
navigated Aberthaw Power Station to 
Pleasant Harbour. 

By now, feet were feeling tired as 
they hauled themselves up the cliff 
path to Fontygary Caravan Park, fol¬ 
lowing the cliff top and fields back to 
their triumphant finish at Rhoose rail¬ 
way Station and the short car journey 
back to Barry. 

On August 13, you are invited to an 
11-mile linear walk from Pencelli 
back to Storey Arms, leaving Cogan 
by car at 8.45am to catch the 9.54am 
bus at Storey Arms to Brecon and wait 
for the 10.56am connection to 
Pencelli.

Gritty display, but Wales still have 
much to work on in second clash 


W ARM-UP matches with the 
‘old enemy’, England, have 
all too often been a chilling 
experience for Wales in their final 
preparations for a Rugby World 
Cup. 

In 2003, Steve Hansen’s side were 
slammed 43-9 by the eventual World Cup 
winners in Cardiff, while even worse humili¬ 
ation followed in 2007, with a morale-crush¬ 
ing 62-5 record defeat for the hapless Gareth 
Jenkins’ mix’n’match team at Twickenham. 

(Ironically, just a few months earlier, a full 
strength Wales had avoided a Six Nations 
whitewash by overcoming England 27-18 in 
Cardiff). 

So the portents were not good for Warren 
Gatland’s men to meet English counterpart 
Martin Johnson’s rugged challenge at 
fortress Twickenham on Saturday, particu¬ 
larly in the absence of the British Lions’ 
front row - Adam Jones, Gethin Jenkins and 
skipper Matthew Rees. 

The task seemed even greater for Wales 
when veteran midfield general Stephen 
Jones withdrew with an injury just before 
the kick-off and thus missed out on his 101st 
record-breaking appearance. 

His young Scarlets clubmate, Rhys 


Priestland, was switched to outside half, 
allowing Morgan Stoddart to come back in 
at full back, and both men seized their unex¬ 
pected opportunity with aplomb (until 
Stoddart’s World Cup dream was cruelly 
ended by a dreadful leg injury early in the 
second half). 

With the exception of a very well-worked 
try by wing George North, converted by 
Priestland, the first half was increasingly 
dominated by English power play which tar¬ 
geted a perceived frailty in the Welsh front 
row. 

The home team drew first blood after just 
five minutes with a penalty by Jonny 
Wilkinson, who also converted a walk-over 
try by James Haskell, following a powerful 
(if questionable) scrum near the Welsh line, 
and then scrambled over a drop goal to 
make the half time score 13-7. 

When Samoan-born centre Manu Tuilagi 
surged effortlessly through the defence for a 
try under the posts, converted by the metro¬ 
nomic Wilkinson to make the score 20-7, 
with 35 minutes of the second half remain¬ 
ing, the match seemed as good as over. 

Jubilant strains of ‘ Swing Low, Sweet 
Chariot’ rang out from the 80,000-strong 
crowd, who presumably now expected to see 
a repeat of the 2003 and 2007 score-lines. 

If so, they were to be disappointed, for 


against all the odds - and despite the pum¬ 
melling up front, the Welsh team staged a 
remarkable comeback - and this time it was 
England who were thrown back in desperate 
defence as the tempo rose in the later stages. 

In fact, while England could only add 
three points to their total, through another 
snap drop goal by that man Wilkinson - the 
resurgent Welsh attack went into overdrive, 
inspiringly led by their young skipper, Sam 
Warburton, who had a try in the corner dis¬ 
allowed, and former captain, Ryan Jones 
(who came off the replacements bench to 
take over at No 8 from the highly-promising 
but raw Toby Faletau). 

Amazingly, this spirited fight-back pro¬ 
duced two tries - one by Shane Williams 
(who else?) and another in the dying minutes 
by North, which Priestland converted. 

With 80 minutes up on the clock, a clearly- 
flagging England team were only too 
relieved to kick the ball away into touch, and 
cling on to their narrow 23-19 victory as the 
final whistle blew. 

On Saturday, hostilities will be resumed in 
Cardiff and the Welsh camp can now 
approach this with quiet confidence, though 
surely aware that despite the many positives 
that can be taken from a gritty, much- 
improved performance, there are familiar 
failings and shortcomings that still need to 


be put right, if the Twickenham result is to 
be reversed. 

How Gatland and his assistant coaches 
address these before the more important 
challenge of RWC 2011 looms even larger on 
the horizon, is the question Welsh fans will 
be pondering as the two teams line up again 
at 2.30pm on Saturday. 

They will be looking for clues today when 
Gatland is due to announce his starting team 
for the return clash at the Millennium 
Stadium. 

Would he largely stay with the team that 
performed so well in defeat at Twickenham, 
or use it as another precious opportunity to 
test individuals and combinations, before he 
has to think about cutting the squad to 30, in 
readiness for the World Cup campaign? 

While he hinted at the weekend that there 
would be no sweeping changes, the creaking 
scrum will surely have to be addressed and 
other chinks in the armour plugged, with 
time fast running out for take-off to New 
Zealand. 

There is also the nagging question of if and 
where the enigmatic Gavin Henson fits into 
the equation, with continuing concerns over 
a perceived lack of creativity in Welsh play. 

Things may become a little clearer when 
Gatland reveals Saturday’s line-up later today.

9, holding out for a draw. 

Tom Merilaht lost the 
toss, as is his custom this 
season, and Drefach put 
Cowbridge in to bat. As 
usual, Tom and Michael 
Lloyd opened the batting 
and not having played in 
Drefach before, made a 
careful start as they 
found the nature and 
pace of the wicket. 

Unusually for them, 
just 12 runs were scored 
in five overs. Soon after¬ 
wards they began to 
attack the bowling, to 
such an extent that 101 
runs were scored in the 
following 17 overs. 

In the 23rd over with 
the score 113, Mike was 
smartly stumped for 80 
runs.
